MINUTES 

OF  THE 

Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina. 


Holy  Trinity  Church, 
Little  Mountain,  S.  C, 

Oct.  22,  1902. 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  met  in 
its  Seventy-Eighth  Annual  Convention  as  above  indicated  at 
10  o'clock  A.  M.  The  altar  service  was  conducted  by  Rev. 
M.  O.  J.  Kreps,  and  the  opening  sermon  preached  by  Rev. 
Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh,  from  2  Tim.  4:2.  Confession  and  abso- 
lution was  conducted  by  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  and  the  Holy 
Communion  participated  in  by  the  delegates. 

Synod  was  formally  opened  by  the  President,  Rev.  C.  P. 
Boozer.  Lay  delegates  presented  their  credentials,  and  their 
names  were  enrolled.

The  President  read  the  following  report,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  held  for  proper  reference: 


Dear  Brethren:  Grace,  mercy  and  peace  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  be  with  you!  Carried  in  the  hand  of  a  merciful  God  we  are  per- 
mitted to  assemble  in  the  seventy-eighth  annual  convention  of  our  Synod. 
We  come  to  render  our  account  of  the  talents  entrusted  to  us,  to  sympa- 
thise with  each  other  in  wdiatever  the  Lord  may  have  seen  fit  in  his 
great  love  and  rich  mercy  to  visit  upon  us,  and  ask  each  other's  counsel 
and  assistance  for  the  future,  while  with  contrite  hearts  we  humbly  ac- 
knowledge our  dependence  on  our  God. 


Dec.  2,  1901,  Rev.  J.  K.  Efird  was  received  by  a  certificate  of  honora- 
ble dismission  from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Virginia. 

May  10,  1902,  Rev.  W.  L.  Seabrook  was  honorably  dismissed  from  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synoc1  of  Virginia  to  enable  him  to  unite  with  the 
Synod  of  South  Carolina. 

June  6,  1902,  Rev.  W.  A.  Lutz  was  received  on  a  certificate  of  honora- 
ble dismission  from  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  into  the  South  Carolina 
Synod. 


March  20,  1902,  I  granted  a  letter  of  dismissal  to  Rev.  W.  H.  Hillerto 
enable  him  to  unite  with  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

June  3,  1902,  I  dismissed  Rev.  O.  B.  Shearouse  to  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  Tennessee. 


March  13,  1902,  Rev.  Charles  H.- Armstrong  informal  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  Newberry  pastorate  to  take  effect  April  1,  1902. 

March  19,  1902,  Rev.  W.  H.  Hiller  wrote  me  that  he  had  resigned  the 
Grace  pastorate  to  take  effect  February  1,  1902. 

April  25,  1902,  Rev.  O.  B.  Shearouse  notified  me  that  he  had  resigned 
as  pastor  of  the  St.  Mark's  charge  to  take  effect  May  1,  1902. 

May  30,  1902,  Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson  resigned  the  Mt.  Pleasant  pastorate 
to  take  effect  at  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

September  22,  1902,  Rev.  J.  J.  Long  notified  ms  that  he  had  re- 
signed the  Bethlehem  pastorate  to  take  effect  this  meeting  of  Synod. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 
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Calls  Accepted. 

December  2,  1902,  Rev.  J.  K.  Efird  took  charge  of  the  Holy  Trinity 
■pastorate,  having  been  called  to  serve  them  as  pastor. 

May  10,  1902,  Rev.  W.  L.  Seabrook  notified  me  that  he  had  accepted 
a  call  to  serve  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer  and  had  taken  charge. 

March  18,  1902,  Rev.  P.  H.  E.  Derrick  informed  me  that  he  had  ac- 
cepted a  call  from  the  St.  Philip's  pastorate  and  had  entered  upon  the 
work  March  1,  1902. 

September  22,  1902,  Rev.  J.  J.  Long  wrote  me  that  he  had  accepted  a 
call  to  the  Newberry  pastorate  and  would  enter  upon  the  work  upon  the 
rising  of  Synod. 

Installations. 

March  2,  1902,  Rev.  J.  K.  Efird  was  installed  pastor  of  the  Holy  Trin- 
ity charge  by  the  President,  assisted  by  Rev.  S.  C.  Ballentine. 

June  29,  1902,  Rev.  W.  A.  Lutz  was  installed  pastor  of  the  Grace 
charge,  the  President  delivering  the  charge  to  the  people  and  Rev.  W. 
L.  Seabrook  the  charge  to  the  pastor. 

Supplies. 

December  7,  1901,  Rev.  P.  D.  Risinger  notified  me  that  in  obedience 
to  a  call  he  had  taken  charge  of  St.  Mark's,  Fort  Motte,  to  serve  them  as 
a  supply;  also  that  he  would  render  similar  service  to  the  congregation 
of  Trinity  at  Elloree. 

Rev.  S.  P.  Schumpert  supplied  the  Union  pastorate  from  November  1, 
1 901,  to  May  31,  1902,  at  which  time  Rev.  Y.  von  A.  Riser  resumed  pas- 
toral work  in  said  charge. 

June  30,  1902,  Mr.  J.  M.  Tise,  Theological  student,  notified  me  that  he 
would  supply  St.  Mark's  pastorate  until  October. 

New  Congregation. 

August  6,  1902,  the  Poplar  Springs  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregation 
having  complied  with  the  constitutional  requirements  of  Synod,  has  been 
received. 

Conference  Reports. 

Reports  from  the  Newberry  Conference,  the  Central  Conference  in 
joint  capacity  with  the  South  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Tennessee 
Synod,  and  the  Orangeburg  Conference  are  on  file  and  held  for  reference. 
Newberry  Colleg-e 

Newberry  College  is  near  to  the  heart  of  every  Lutheran.  It  is  a  cause 
for  gladness  to  hear  of  the  continued  prosperity  of  Newberry  College. 
But  she  can  not  attain  her  highest  achievements  without  our  help,  neith- 
er can  we  without  her  guide  and  direction.   The  relations  are  reciprocal. 

Theological  Seminary 
.  It  is  a  matter  of  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  that  he  has  so 
richly  blessed  our  Theological  Seminary.  When  we  consider  the  need 
for  such  a  school  of  the  prophets  throughout  our  land  and  its  so  excel- 
lent equipment  we  can  rejoice  with  the  day  in  view  when  the  Church  in 
our  Southland  shall  go  forth  "fair  as  the  moon,  clear  as  the  sun  and 
terrible  as  an  army  with  banners."

Recommendations 
We  hold  that  business  principles  in  things  ecclesiastical  are  necessary 
as  well  as  elsewhere. 

1.  We  acknowledge  the  embarrassing  condition  of  an  individual  exacted 
to  pay  when  he  is  financially  unable; 

Therefore,  We  would  advise  that  Synod  set  aside  a  fixed  amount  each 
year  to  liquidate  its  indebtedness  by  annual  payments  and  also  enough 
for  current  calls. 

2.  "In  union  there  is  strength ;"  ]et  us  then,  brethren,  stand  as  one 
man  in  support  of  the  Gospel,  the  administration  of  the  sacraments  and 
in  "Lutheran  usage  and  customs.

1.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  R.  C.  Holland,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  in  which  he  conveys  the  in- 
telligence that  the  North  Carolina  Synod  will  convene  in  Salisbury  in  its 
one  hundredth  annual  convention  on  Tuesday,  April  28,  1903,  and  on 
Saturday  following,  May  2nd,  will  in  a  formal  manner  celebrate  its  cen- 
tennial. And  he  in  the  name  of  the  Synod  extends  a  most  cordial  .wel- 
come and  earnest  invitation  to  the  South  Carolina  Synod  to  participate 
in  these  anniversary  festivities. 

2.  Is  a  letter  from  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Mt.  Pleasant,  in  which  that  reverend  gentleman  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
United  Synod  desires  to  convey  a  word  of  sincere  thanks,  Christian  sym- 
pathy and  profound  gratitude  to  the  brethren  of  the  South  Carolina 
Synod  for  the  great  work  done,  the  energy  exhibited  and  love  mani- 
fested by  the  churches  in  behalf  of  the  Century  Endowment  movement.

We,  your  Committee  on  Conferences,  would  submit  the  following: 

1.  From  the  report  of  the  Central  Conference  handed  us,  we  learn  that 
the  two  regular  meetings  held  during  the  past  year  were  well  attended — 
all  members  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Conference.  We 
note  with  pleasure  that  this  Conference  supports  a  student  in  Japan  at 
$50  per  annum,  and  that  it  is  also  doing  some  mission  work  in  the  mill 
district  of  Columbia,  S.  C.  The  Sunday  School  Convention  of  this  Con- 
ference was  well  attended. 

2.  The  Orangeburg  Conference  held  two  meetings  and  one  Sunday 
School  Convention  during  the  year.

Neither  of  the 
meetings  was  well  attended  by  members  of  Conference.  However  the 
subjects  on  the  programmes  were  interestingly  discussed  and  we  hope 
resulted  in  good.  A  new  function  in  this  Conference  is  the  written  re- 
ports on  the  state  of  religion  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Conference. 
These  reports  furnish  statistical  data  which  is  of  interest  and  benefit  to 
the  Church  and  Sunday  School  Convention  and  normal  school  combined 
held  within  the  bounds  of  this  Conference.  The  discussions  were  inter- 
esting and  we  believe  profitable.

Resolved,  That  the  sum  contributed  annually  by  the  St.  Paul's  church 
to  the  Synodical  Treasury  be  applied  to  the  extinction  of  their  mortgage 
of  $1,00,  Synod  meanwhile  obligating  itself  for  the  interest  on  the  same. 
Item  3,  adopted;  item  4,  adopted;  item  5,  referred  to  the  proper  order. 

The  following  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  was 
received  and  laid  on  the  table  for  future  consideration: 

Amend  Chapt.  XI  "On  Ministers,"  Art.  13,  page  15, 
lines  i  and  2  by  striking  out  the  words  "after  they  shall  have 
been  read  before  Synod,"  making  the  last  sentence  in  Art.  13 
read  as  follows:  "Such  reports  shall  be  handed  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion. 

The  following  report  of  the  delegates  to  the  United  Synod 
was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  UNITED  SYNOD. 

Your  delegation  to  the  United  Synod  beg  to  report  that  the  eighth  con- 
vention of  the  United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
South  was  held  in  St.  John's  Church,  1  harleston,  S.  C,  May  7-1 1,  1902. 

Your  full  delegation  of  twenty  was  present. 

The  meeting  was  earnest,  active  and  harmonious,  giving  occasion  for 
rejoicing  at  the  reports  of  progress  in  every  department  of  work. 

Several  matters  of  importance  claim  the  attention  and  co-operation  of 
the  district  Sjmods. . 

We  recommend  that  the  Minutes  of  the  United  Synod  be  referred  to  a 
special  committee  who  shall  report  to  this  session  of  Synod  matters 
claiming  your  attention.

2.  On  page  10,  we  find  that  Revs.  M.  M.  Kinard,  C.  E.  Weltner,  and 
H.  J.  Mathias  were  elected  fraternal  delegates  to  our  sister  Synods.  Did 
these  brethren  present  the  greetings  of  our  Synod  to  these  several  sister 
Synods? 
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3.  Under  Report  of  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  attention  is  called 
to  a  resolution  requesting  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Home  and  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  to  furnish  Synod's  treasurer  with  lists  of  contri- 
butions of  congregational  societies.    Was  this  complied  with? 

4.  On  page  21,  by  resolution  that  Whitsunday  and  the  second  Sunday 
in  November  be  designated  as  days  for  securing  missionary  offerings,  also 
that  one  Sunday  in  each  quarter  be  designated  as  Missionary  Sunday 
and  that  the  children  be  especially  addressed  on  the  subject  of  missions, 
and  offerings  be  taken.  Have  our  pastors  endeavored  to  comply  with 
this  request? 

5.  On  page  25,  the  sale  of  Aiken  lot  is  referred  to  Mr.  George  Hains 
with  the  officers  of  Synod  with  power  to  act.  What  disposition  of  the  lot 
has  been  made? 

6.  On  page  28,  resolutions  looking  toward  the  employment  of  a  Synodi- 
cal  Missionary  and  defraying  expenses  of  same  are  recorded.  Has  such 
missionary  been  employed  and  his  salary  paid? 

7.  On  page  33,  it  is  stated  that  the  Seminary  Fund,  $23,000,  yields  but 
$752  income.    May  not  this  fund  be  invested  to  better  advantage? 

8.  On  page  37,  Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal  and  Revs.  S.  T.  Hallman  and  S.  C. 
Ballentine  were  appointed  to  secure  a  simplified  form  of  statistical  report 
from  the  United  Synod.    Has  the  form  been  secured?

Resolved,  That  Whitsunday  and  the  second  Sunday  in  November  be 
designated  as  days  for  receiving  missionary  offerings.  Also,  that  one 
Sunday  of  each  quarter  be  designated  by  all  Sunday  Schools  as  Mis- 
sionary Sunday,  and  that  on  that  Sunday  the  children  be  specially  ad- 
dressed on  the  subject  of  Missions,  and  offerings  be  taken  for  this  object. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Greever  was  excused  after  this  evening. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  committee  on  Min- 
utes of  the  United  Synod:  *

Synod  was  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Greever. 
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FIFTH  SESSION. 

Friday,  Oct.  24,  9  A.  M. 
Devotional  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps. 
The  roll  was  called,  and  the  Minutes  of  the  previous  day's 
sessions  were  read  and  adopted.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

We  note  the  fullness  with  which  the  reports  submitted  have  been  made 
out.    Nearly  all  of  them  follow  the  order  prescribed  by  Synod,  though 
some  were  rather  more  like  parochial  reports,  than  reports  on  State  of  ] 
Religion. 

1.  Activity  in  Christian  Work. — Gratifying  activity  in  Christian 
work  is  reported  by  nearly  every  congregation  though  the  fact  is  lamented 
that  in  all  are  some  members  who  seriously  disregard  their  sacred  obli- 
gations. 

2.  Attendance  on  Service. — The  reports  are  most  encouraging  in 
their  references  to  attendance  011  public  services,  both  in  the  country1 
and  in  the  towns  and  cities.  Morning  services  seem  to  be  especially  well! 
attended.  The  pure  gospel  seems  to  be  appreciated  by  our  people  and' 
the  word  of  Christ  fulfilled,  "If  I  be  lifted  up,  I  will  draw  all  men  unto 
me." 

3.  Benevolence. — The  report  of  the  Committee  of  last  year  upon  this 
point  says:  "There  has  been  no  marked  advance  in  this  respect  during 
the  year."  We  are  glad  to  find  that  during  this  year  marked  advance 
has  been  made.  Nearly  every  pastor  reports  increased  contributions  foi 
the  benevolent  work  of  the  Synod,  and  the  treasurer  reports  this  one  of 
the  best  years  in  this  respect  in  the  history  of  the  Synod.  The  women's 
missionary  societies  are  especially  to  be  commended  for  their  work  for 
this  year,  having  raised  more  than  during  any  previous  year. 

4.  Sunday  .-chooes. — The  systematic  work  done  in  our  Sunday] 
Schools  is  commendable.  In  nearly  all  schools  our  own  Lutheran  litera: 
ture  is  used,  as  it  should  be  in  every  one.  Helpful  conventions  havt 
been  held  during  the  year,  and  everywhere  the  correct  relation  of  thf 
Sunday  School  to  the  Church  seems  to  be  better  understood  and  observed 
We  note  especially  the  growth  of  the  spirit  of  benevolence  in  our  Sunday 
Schools. 

5.  CaTEChizaTion. — There  is  growth  in  the  important  work  of  cate 
chization,  though  there  is  yet  much  room  for  improvement. 

6.  Finances. — The  financial  condition  of  the  congregations  seems  t 
be  encouraging,  a  few  congregations  reporting  embarrassment  on  accoun  j 
of  debt. 

7.  Church  Property. — A  number  of  congregations  report  improve 
ments  in  Church  property  during  this  year.  Most  of  the  congregation 
report  good  property  and  in  nearly  all  cases  free  from  debt. 
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8.  Education. — On  the  whole  our  people  enjoy  good  educational  ad- 
vantages and  avail  themselves  of  the  same. 

9.  Literature. — Lutheran  literature  is  extensively  disseminated 
among  our  people  and  the  reports  show  improvement  in  this  respect. 

10.  Reports  of  Lay  Delegates. — A  number  of  lay  delegates  made 
reports,  but  in  many  cases  there  were  either  no  reports  from  lay  dele- 
gates or  the  reports  were  very  brief.  We  would  urge  our  lay  delegates 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  present  the  work  of  their 
churches  from  the  standpoint  of  the  laymen.

The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  the  United  Synod  rendered 
its  report  as  follows,  which  was  received  and  considered 
seriatim : 

ROPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE 
UNITED  SYNOD 

Your  Committee  will  in  this  report  call  attention  only  to  those  items 
for  which  no  provision  has  as  yet  been  made. 

First.  On  pages  9  and  76  we  note  complaint  that  the  secretaries  of  va- 
rious District  Synods  fail  to  furnish  Minutes  to  the  United  Synod.  Does 
our  Secretary  act  in  this  matter  ? 
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Second.  On  page  9  "it  is  suggested  that  each  Synod  have  an  archiva- 
rian  who  shall  file  and  preserve  all  important  papers,  minutes  and  histo- 
ries of  congregations,  conferences  and  individuals  placed  in  his  hands,  as 
the  property  of  the  Synod."    Shall  our  Synod  adopt  this  suggestion? 

Third.  On  pages  9  and  78  the  question  of  the  establishment  of  book 
depositories  is  referred  to  the  District  Synods.  Shall  this  Synod  estab- 
lish such  a  depository? 

Fourth.  On  page  40  it  is  recommended  "that  the  District  Synods, 
through  their  conferences,  devise  ways  and  means  for  the  general  dis- 
semination of  Lutheran  literature  among  our  people."  Shall  our  Synod 
hereby  recommend  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  our  conferences? 

Fifth.  On  page  33  the  humilitating  fact  appears  that  whereas  the  Vir- 
ginia Synod  doubles  and  the  -outhwestern  Virginia  Synod  exceeds  the 
amount  of  their  respective  apportionments  for  foreign  missions,  this 
Synod  falls  short  by  a  deficit  of  about  $900.  Shall  our  pastors  be  hereby 
urged  to  a  greater  attention  to  the  work  of  foreign  missions? 

Sixth.  On  pages  26  and  73  it  appears  that  the  United  Synod  asks  of  its 
component  bodies  a  total  increase  of  $2,000  a  year  for  foreign  missions, 
and  also  that  provision  be  made  immediately  for  a  furlough  fund,  and 
this  Synod  proceed  to  take  up  these  important  questions?  "Yes." 

Seventh.  Our  Synod  regrets  the  retirement  of  Dr.  L.  K.  Probst  from 
the  position  he  filled  so  efficiently  for  many  years. 

Eighth.  We  recommend  that  Synod  accept  as  equitable  the  apportion- 
ment of  the  United  Synod  for  the  Theological  Seminary.  Adopted  as  a 
whole.

AMENDMENT  TO  CONSTI  UTION 

Notice  is  given  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Synod  there  will  be 
offered  an  amendment  to  Article  I  of  Chapter  X  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  which  will  so  amend 
said  article,  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

Chapter  X. 

BONDS  OF  TREASURERS. 
Article  I.  The  Treasurers  of  the  Synodical  Fund,  of  the  Seminary 
Fund,  and  of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  Newberry  College,  as  well  as  all 
other  Treasurers  who  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  order  of  the  Synod, 
shall  severally  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective 
duties,  in  such  amount  as  is  now  required,  or  shall  hereafter  from  time 
to  time  be  required  by  the  Synod.  Such  bond  shall  be  that  of  some 
surety  or  guarantee  company  which  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  Synod, 
and  the  premium  or  cost  of  said  bond  shall  be  paid  by  the  Synod. 

The  following  was  received  and  considered  by  items: 

REPORT  OF  THE   EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  AND  ADVISORY 
BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  November  4th,  1901, 
and  was  formally  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  H.  J.  Mathias,  Chair- 
man, and  Mr.  Wm.  P.  Houseal,  Secretary,  with  Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn,  Treas- 
urer ex-officio. 
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Appropriations  were  made  as  follows: 
Augusta  Mission,  $250. 
Graniteville  Mission,  $200. 
Orangeburg-Sumter  Mission,  $200. 
Mayer  Memorial  Mission,  $200. 
St.  Philips  Charge,  $100. 

2.  In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  Synod  authorizing  the  employ- 
ment of  a  Synodical  Missionary,  Kev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  D.  D.,  was  elected 
for  a  term  of  three  months  with  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  $1,000  a  year  to 
make  a  further  canvass  of  the  field  and  report  to  this  Committee. 

3.  As  a  result  of  this  canvass  Dr.  Hallman  reported  very  favorable 
prospects  for  our  Church  at  Greenwood  and  Spartanburg.  In  accordance 
with  this  information  he  was  authorized  to  continue  his  work  as  Synodi- 
cal Missionary  with  Greenwood  as  a  centre,  his  salary  to  continue  at  the 
above  rate  and  he  to  report  to  the  Committee  from  time  to  time. 

4.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  July  1  ith  the  above  arrangement 
was  continued  to  the  meeting  of  Synod  with  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  $800 
instead  of  $1,000  per  annum,  this  being  the  missionary's  own  proposition. 

5.  The  Synodical ^vlissionary  has  devoted  the  most  of  his  time  to  two 
points,  Greenwood  and  Spartanburg.  He  has  been  holding  regular  ser- 
vices twice  per  month  at  each  of  these  points  and  doing  the  regular  work 
of  a  pastor.  As  a  result  of  his  labors  congregations  have  been  organized 
at  both  places.  At  Greenwood  an  organization  was  effected  September 
2 1st,  with  a  membership  of  22.  At  Spartanburg  the  congregation  was 
organized  September  28th,  with  a  membership  of  17.  These  congrega- 
tions having  adopted  the  constitution  for  congregations  provided  by 
Synod  as  well  as  the  Constitution  of  Synod,  we  recommend  their  admis- 
sion into  this  body. 

6.  In  addition  to  the  above  work  the  Synodical  Missionary  visited  Sa. 
luda  and  found  a  very  good  opening  there  for  our  Church.  Another  visit 
was  contemplated  but  having  been  made  acquainted  with  certain  adverse 
conditions  preventing  them  it  was  deemed  impracticable. 

7.  According  to  reports  received  from  all  our  missionaries,  they  have 
performed  faithful  service  and  progress  has  been  made  along  all  lines. 

8.  We  offer  as  information  the  following  data  relative  to  our  old  estab- 


lished missions:

9.  Acting  upon  information  received  it  was 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  wisdom  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  St. 
James',  Sumter,  and  St.  Luke's,  Florence,  be  constituted  a  pastorate  and 
likewise  Orangeburg  and  St.  Mark's,  Fort  Motte,  and  that  the  same  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pastoral  Districts. 

10.  The  mission  work  in  the  Mill  district  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  has  been 
referred  to  this  Committee  by  the  Joint  Conference  composed  of  the  South 
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Carolina  Conference  of  the  Tennesse  Synod  and  the  Central  Conference 
of  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  with  these  facts: 

There  are  now  by  actual  count  sixty  confirmed  members,  forty  ready 
for  instruction  and  confirmation,  and  seven  baptised  children  of  the  Lu- 
theran Church  in  this  district.  The  Olympia  Mill  Company  offers  a  lot 
conveniently  located  and  $2,500  toward  the  erection  of  a  church;  provided, 
the  Synod  raise  a  like  amount. 

In  order  that  we  may  take  up  this  work  and  assure  ourselves  of  this 
offer  we  submit  the  following  plan : 

1.  That  the  Synod  sell  its  lot  in  Aiken,  S.  C,  and  the  sum  realized  from 
said  sale  be  made  the  nucleus  of  a  fund  for  the  said  purpose. 

2.  That  an  appeal  be  made  for  contributions  to  a  fund  to  be  known  as 
the  Church  Building  Fund  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod  with  the  building 
of  the  church  in  the  Mill  District  in  Columbia  in  view,  and  to  create  a 
fund  for  this  purpose  for  future  use. 

3.  That  some  active  layman  be  put  in  charge  of  this  work  and  he  be 
instructed  to  push  the  work  vigorously  until  the  amount  needed  be 
raised.  He  to  use  the  Church  papers  for  making  appeals  and  such  per- 
sonal work  as  may  suggest  itself  to  him. 

4.  That  the  person  so  selected  advise  with  the  Executive  Committee  as 
to  the  best  methods  to  use. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  We  recommend  that  Synod  approve  our  acts. 

2.  We  recommend  a  continuance  of  our  mission  operations  at  Green- 
wood and  Spartanburg,  and  ask  Synod  for  further  instructions  as  to  the 
location  of  pastors  and  the  prosecution  of  this  general  work. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  appropriations  to  the  older  missions  be  re- 
duced when  practicable  from  year  to  year  until  they  become  self-sustain- 
ing. 

4.  We  recommend  that  Synod  appropriate  for  the  work  of  the  executive 
committee  the  sum  of  $2,000,  inclusive  of  the  amount  to  be  received  from  the 
Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Convention  and  the  Children's 
Missionary  Societies  and  also  any  special  contributions  that  may  be  made 
for  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  within  the  bounds  of  Synod.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF   NEWBERRY  COLLEGE. 

Accompanying  this  report  you  have  the  annual  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  President  of  the  College  and  Treasurer  of  the  Faculty. 
These  reports  become  a  part  of  this  report  and  are  always  published  in 
the  Minutes  of  Synod  that  the  members  of  the  Church  may  know  how 
their  institution  is  conducted  financially  and  otherwise. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Board  and  the  Faculty  that  all  our  people 
may  become  personally  identified  with  Newberry  College. 

There  is  nothing  asked  from  Synod  for  current  expenses,  but  we 
respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $255.03  in  order  to 
pay  the  insurance  on  houses  of  Dr.  Cromer  and  Prof.  Sligh,  and  the 
amount  that  has  been  expended  on  needed  repairs  just  before  the  open- 
ing of  College. 

Dr.  Cromer  writes  as  follows :  The  opening  of  the  College  was  grati- 
fying in  the  matter  of  the  attendance  of  students.    The  total  enrolment

Dr.  Cromer  continues,  by  saying,  "This  is  a  creditable  enrolment,  but 
it  is  far  short  of  what  it  ought  to  be. 

'  'The  College  exists  for  the  Church  and  it  can  reach  the  Church  only 
through  the  students  who  come  from  our  congregations;  many  of  which 
are  not  represented  by  students  in  the  College,  and  worse  still,  many  of 
them  do  not  send  students  to  any  college  at  all.  Our  people  need  to 
have  the  cause  of  Christian  education  presented  to  them  forcibly  and 
constantly  by  our  pastors." 

With  a  general  awakening  among  our  people  on  this  and  other  lines, 
and  with  more  suitable  buildings  for  recitation  rooms  and  for  other 
purposes  Newberry  College  can  be  brought  to  such  a  degree  of  success 
and  prosperity  as  will  surprise  her  most  ardent  friends.  In  union  there 
is  strength,  but  to  have  united  effort  the  people  must  be  brought  to  ap- 
preciate the  worth  and  importance  of  Christian  education. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  came  to  the  conclusion  at  its  last  annual  meet- 
ing that  it  has  become  absolutely  necessary  that  the  building  herein 
mentioned  should  be  built,  and  asked  that  this  conclusion  should  be 
made  known  to  the  members  of  Synod  and  through  them  to  all  our 
Churches.

Report  of  President  of  Faeulty 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
President  of  the  Faculty  for  the  college  year  ending  June  18,  1902. 

I.  Under  the  guidance  of  a  kind  Providence  the  college  continues  to 
prosper.  The  general  health  of  the  students  has  been  good,  and  there 
has  been  only  one  case  of  serious  illness  among  them.  While  the  work 
of  the  session  has  not  been  free  from  friction  and  disorder,  the  conduct 
and  diligence  of  most  of  the  students  have  been  commendable.  Several 
members  of  the  faculty  have  lost  time  from  their  work  owing  to  illness 
more  or  less  serious,  but  in  most  cases  their  places  were  supplied  so  that 
the  full  work  of  the  session  has  been  done.  The  attendance  of  students 
has  been  very  gratifying,  the  enrolment  in  the  collegiate  department  be- 
ing larger  than  last  year,  though  the  senior  class  of  last  session  was 
larger  than  the  present  class  by  18  members.

2.  Members  of  the  Senior  class  who  pursued  regular  courses  are  recom- 
mended for  graduation  with  degrees  as  follows:  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  John  Kinard  Aull,  Warren  Forrest  Bedenbaugh,  Carl 
Dana  Elmore,  Sidney  Pickens  Frick,  Henry  Asby  Fulmer,  William  Carl 
Summer,  Charles  Dee  Wessinger,  and  Leonard  Delaney  Wilson;  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  James  Mcintosh  Johnson  and  Ruth  Wells. 
Michael  Pickens  Lindler  is  recommended  for  a  certificate  of  proficiency 
in  the  studies  that  he  completed. 

The  first  honor  was  awarded  to  John  Kinard  Aull,  and  the  second  to 
Carl  Dana  Elmore,  Sidney  Pickens  Frick,  James  Mcintosh  Johnson,  and 
William  Carl  Summer,  without  distinction  among  them.  Under  the 
rules  of  the  college  the  second  honor  belongs  to  the  member  of  the  class 
"who  has  maintained  the  next  best  standing  during  the  course,"  and  the 
fact  that  it  has  been  awarded  to  four  members  of  the  class  indicates  that 
the  faculty  could  not  agree  that  any  one  of  these  four  gentlemen  had 
maintained  a  higher  average  standing  than  the  others. 

3.  As  I  have  already  indicated,  the  work  of  the  session  was  disor- 
ganized somewhat  by  the  illness  of  several  of  the  professors.  During 
most  of  the  month  of  October  Prof.  Bowers  and  I  suffered  illness  so 
serious  as  to  incapacitate  us  for  work,  but,  fortunately,  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty,  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  B.  M.  Setzler  for  about  two  weeks, 
were  able  to  carry  on  the  work  of  our  departments.  The  management  of 
affairs  was  in  the  hands  of  Prof.  Sligh.  Later  in  the  session  Prof.  Sligh 
was  forced  by  ill  health  to  tender  his  resignation  of  his  chair;  and  on  the 
19th  of  December  the  standing  committee  authorized  and  requested  him 
to  employ  an  assistant  until  he  should  feel  able  to  resume  his  duties.  He 
was  fortunate  enough  to  secure  the  services  of  Prof.  N.  E.  Aull,  who  did 
the  work  of  the  chair  until  the  beginning  of  the  third  term,  when  he  re- 
sumed his  duties  regularly.  The  standing  committee  let  Prof.  Sligh 's 
resignation  stand  over  for  consideration  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  in  the  hope  that  his  health  would  be  so  far  restored  as  to  warrant  the 
withdrawal  of  the  resignation  and  enable  the  college  to  retain  his  valu- 
able services. 

4.  The  treasurer's  report,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and 
disbursements,  will  accompany  the  report  of  the  standing  committee.  I 
request  that  you  authorize  the  treasurer  of  the  faculty  to  borrow  such 
amount  as  may  be  needed  to  enable  him  to  settle  all  claims  against  the 
college  promptly  at  the  close  of  the  session,  not  exceeding  $500.  The 
finances  of  the  college  are  in  good  condition,  and  it  will  not  be  necessary 
for  you  to  ask  Synod  for  an  appropriation  on  account  of  current  ex- 
penses. It  is  worthy  of  note  that  for  six  years  the  South  Carolina  Synod 
has  not  been  asked  for  an  appropriation  on  account  of  the  current 
expenses  of  its  college. 

5.  The  faculty  recommends, 

(a)  That  you  authorize  the  opening  of  the  college  session  a  week  ear- 
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Her  in  the  fall,  in  order  that  it  may  close  a  week  earlier  in  the  summer. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  the  faculty  that  the  last  week  in  September  is  more 
suitable  for  college  work  than  the  week  ending  the  third  Wednesday  in 
June. 

(b)  That  you  add  the  following  item  to  your  scheme  for  postgraduate 
work  for  the  Master's  degree:  The  faculty  may,  in  its  discretion,  recom- 
mend for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  any  alumnus  of  the  college  who 
has  completed  a  course  of  at  least  three  years  in  a  professional  school  or 
in  a  university. 

6.  In  February  the  college  united  with  Wofford  College,  Furman  Uni- 
versity, Erskine  College,  Clemson  College,  The  South  Carolina  College, 
Charleston  College,  and  The  Citadel  Academy  in  organizing  an  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  of  South  Carolina.  The  following  extracts  from  its  con- 
stitution define  the  objects  of  the  association  and  fix  the  minimum  en- 
trance requirements  of  its  members: 

Its  objects  shall  be  to  encourage  higher  education;  to  co-operate  with 
high  schools  and  other  fitting  schools  of  the  State  with  a  view  to  securing 
more  thorough  preparation  for  college;  to  aid  in  increasing  the  number 
of  good  preparatory  schools;  to  foster  kindly  relations  among  the  educa- 
tional institutions;  and  generally  to  promote  all  other  educational  inter- 
ests of  the  vState. 

The  Association  prescribes  the  following  as  minimum  requirements  for 
admission  in  the  several  branches  mentioned.  Bach  college  shall  by  ex- 
amination or  other  carefully  devised  means,  secure  this  or  more  advanced 
preparation. 

In  English. — For  entrance  in  English  there  will  be  required  a  fair 
knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  English  Grammar;  the  ability 
to  write  English  of  a  fair  degree  of  correctness;  the  careful  reading  700 
pages  of  the  books  recommended  by  the  State  Board  of  supplementary 
reading. 

In  Mathematics. — Arithmetic;  Algebra  for  1902  to  Quadratics,  1903 
and  thereafter,  through  quadratics. 

In  History  and  Geography. — United  States  History  and  general 
Geography. 

In  Latin  (only  for  those  courses  that  require  Latin.) — Three  books  of 
Caesar  with  accompanying  work  in  Grammar  and  simple  prose  compo- 
sition. 

7.  The  committee  appointed  by  the  South  Carolina  Synod  to  devise 
plans  for  raising  money  to  erect  a  new  building  would  be  glad  to  have 
any  suggestions  from  your  body  as  to  the  best  course  to  be  pursued.  The 
committee  has  not  adopted  definite  plans  and  it  has  not  authorized  me  to 
make  any  recommendations  to  you  on  the  subject,  but  it  desires  your  ad- 
vice and  hearty  co-operation.  We  need  an  endowment  that  will  enable 
us  to  pay  larger  salaries  and  provide  better  equipment  for  class-room 
work;  but  the  pressing  need  that  called  for  the  appointment  of  this  com- 
mittee is  a  new  building.  Our  lack  of  suitable  recitation  rooms,  chapel 
and  dormitory  space  is  such  as  to  interfere  seriously  with  the  efficient  and 
orderly  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  college.  I  believe  that  the  future 
of  our  Church  as  a  distinct  denomination  is  inseparably  linked  with  the 
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future  of  its  literary  institution,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  expressing 
the  belief  that  the  measure  of  its  growth  and  the  effectiveness  of  its  work 
in  our  State  will  be  determined  very  largely  by  the  degree  of  its  liberality 
in  supporting  Newberry  College.

Your  committee  appointed  to  devise  plans  for  securing  money  to  erect 
a  new  building  for  Newberry  College,  asks  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  college  needs  a  new  building  in  order  that  it  may  have  suitable 
recitation  rooms,  a  large  chapel,  and  adequate  dormitory  space.  A  suit- 
able building  would  cost  probably  $12,000  to  $15,000.  The  college  is  ren- 
dering valuable  services  to  the  church,  and  the  Synod  should  supply  it 
from  time  to  time  with  such  buildings  and  other  material  equipment  as 
may  be  needed  to  enable  it  to  do  efficient  and  orderly  work. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  Synod  begin  an  organized  movement  to  secure  the  money  with 
which  to  erect  a  new  building,  the  character  and  cost  of  which  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  That  Synod  authorize  a  canvass  to  be  made  among  our  congrega- 
tions by  an  agent. 

3.  That  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  be  charged 
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with  the  duty  of  organizing  and  executing  the  work,  and  be  empowered 
to  employ  an  agent. 

4.  That  the  erection  of  the  building,  and  all  details  connected  there- 
with, be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College.

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College  be  em- 
powered, in  its  discretion,  to  borrow  the  Holland  Memorial  Fund,  or  a 
part  thereof,  in  the  name  of  this  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
new  building  for  the  college,  and  that  the  Synod  pledge  itself  to  pay  the

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Examining  Committee  be  in- 
structed to  see  to  it  that  accepted  candidates  for  the  ministry  execute 
honds  to  the  Treasurer  in  accordance  with  our  Constitution.

"Greetings  to  the  Convention  o<  1902!"— Greetings  of  Joy. 

Our  work  is  the  work  of  the  King  /  mighty  and  success  is  sure.  Dif- 
ficulties there  are,  and  sacrifices  the-  must  be;  what  difficulties  attend  a 
work  broad  as  the  world  and  deep  rs  the  darkest  sin!  What  sacrifices 
Christ  made  in  his  Mission  from  heaven  to  earth!  and  to  us  he  says,  "Fol- 
low me."    Most  gladly  let  us  follow. 

In  the  love  of  Jesus  will  the  sacrifices  be  made,  and  by  God's  power 
will  the  difficulties  be  overcome,  for  in  the  heavens,  above  this  world  of 
sin  and  sorrow,  arches  God's  bow  of  promise:  "The  kingdom  of  this 
world  shall  become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ."

May  God's  measure- 
less blessing  rest  ever  upon  your  society. 

MISSIONARY  DEPARTMENT. 

We  rejoice  in  the  re-awakening  of  our  Missionary  Department  in  "The 
Visitor".  We  are  grateful  to  the  editors  of  "The  Visitor"  for  the  con- 
stant attention  which  they  devote  to  our  cause.  We  rejoice  in  the  suc- 
cess which  is  attending  the  work  of  our  enthusiastic  Recording  Secretary, 
who  has,  with  characteristic  energy,  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  editor 
of  "The  Visitor"  to  conduct  this  department. 

We  look  forward  expectantly  to  the  course  of  study  to  be  mapped  out 
for  the  department  by  one  of  the  noble  workers  of  the  Southwest  Vir- 
ginia Synod. 

We  note  with  pleasure  North  Carolina's  action  in  appointing  a  special 
correspondent  for  this  earnest  work. 

We  heartily  encourage  our  auxiliary  societies  to  forward  items  of  in- 
terest, which  relate  to  their  work  or  helpful  suggestions  which  come  to 
their  minds,  to  Mrs.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps,  Augusta,  Ga.,  who  will  gladly  give 
them  prompt  attention  and  pass  them  on  to  the  help  of  others. 

We  are  especially  grateful  to  our  missionaries  for  their  letters  from  the 
field,  making  real  that  far-away  land  and  that  people  for  whom  we  work. 
Between  the  lines  we  read  the  noble  spirit  of  their  devotion. 
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And  so  our  workers  of  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  .South  Carolina  and 
Japan  unite  together  to  make  our  missionary  columns  a  genuine  aid  to 
the  cause  of  missions. 

FINANCES. 

With  great  interest  we  await  our  Treasurer's  report  for  the  year  just 
ended.  The  sum  total  of  our  offering  for  last  year  fell  slightly  below 
that  of  the  preceding  year.  Our  contributions  must  keep  pace  with  our 
work,  and  we  rejoice  to  say  our  work  is  growing. 

After  meeting  our  pledges  of  $350.00  to  Home  Missions  and  $350.00  to 
Foreign  Missions  (which  we  can  readily  do),  I  recommend  this  year  a 
goodly  appropriation  to  the  "Furlough  Fund",  which  lies  so  near  our 
hearts — the  fund  which  is  to  carry  to  our  devoted  missionaries,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Peery,  a  well  deserved,  much  needed  rest — the  fund  which  is  to 
bring  us  the  pleasure  of  giving  a  hearty  welcome  home  to  our  weary 
workers. 

After  making  these  appropriations  we  trust  there  will  remain  a  neat 
little  sum  to  be  given  into  the  hands  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod  to  use 
for  the  furtherance  of  their  Home  Mission  work. 

LITERATURE. 

There  has  been  opened  the  question  of  printing  some  literature  of  our 
own  from  time  to  time.  We  trust  the  members  of  the  convention  will 
further  discuss  this  live  question,  looking  forward  to  definite  action  on 
the  subject. 

We  also  hope  there  will  be  a  free  exchange  of  ideas  as  to  the  most 
helpful  missionary  magazines  and  papers  for  use  in  auxiliary  societies. 
How  shall  we  keep  up  missionary  fires  of  enthusiasm  without  the  fuel  of 
facts? 

We  note  the  letter  of  Mrs.  Evans,  of  Salem,  Va.  She  offers  to  furnish 
envelopes  for  "The  Week  of  Prayer"  if  so  desired.  We  hope  the  con- 
vention will  see  fit  to  take  advantage  of  this  offer.  In  this  connection 
we  beg  the  convention  to  make  full  preparation  for  "The  Week  of 
Prayer" — that  powerful  aid  to  our  work  from  year  to  year. 

CHILDREN'S  SOCIETIES. 

We  hear  inklings  of  good  work  among  the  children  at  different  points. 
We  hear  of  one  such  society,  wide-awake  and  well  attended,  in  the  heart 
of  the  country.  We  know  of  one  auxiliary  society  which  has  a  commit- 
tee of  three  of  its  noblest  workers  just  ready  to  organize  a  children's 
society  this  fall.  Here  again  magazines  are  a  wonderful  aid  to  leaders 
and  children. 

We  refer  the  delegates  of  this  convention  to  our  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, Mrs.  Eargle,  for  a  list  of  bright,  helpful  children's  magazines. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  WORK. 

Our  committee  held  one  short,  earnest  meeting  at  Charleston  in  May 
in  connection  with  the  United  Synod.  At  that  time  we  arranged  a  pro- 
gram for  the  fall  convention,  and  we  desire  to  express  our  hearty  gratifi- 
cation at  the  willing-hearted  response  which  have  come  from  the  busy 
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workers  whom  we  asked  to  favor  us  with  papers  and  addresses.  Such 
loyalty  to  the  cause  is  most  heartsome. 

Our  Treasurer  goes  forward  with  her  work,  keeping  our  books  with 
perfect  accuracy. 

Our  Corresponding  Secretary  carries  on  her  part  of  the  work  with  un- 
failing promptness  and  faithfulness — a  fine  model  for  the  secretaries  of 
our  auxiliary  societies.
